DE CLARATION OF DENIS MCCARTHY 

I, Denis McCarthy, a citizen of Ireland, declare as follows: 

1 . I am making this Declaration in support of obtaining benefit of the filing 
date of Irish Patent Application No. 930649 ("the '649 application") in the above- 
referenced application ("the Bonadio application") in accordance with 35 U.S.C. § 

1 19(d). I understand that this Declaration will be filed in the United States Patent & 
Trademark Office in the Bonadio application. 

2. I am a registered Irish patent agent and European patent attorney with 
over 25 years of experience prosecuting patent applications before the Irieh Patents 
Office. 

3. The patent laws of Ireland do not (and did not at the time the '649 
application was filed in September 1993) require that the actual inventors be listed 
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initially on an Irish patent application. Under Irish patent law, there ie a period of 16 
months from the filing date of an Irish patent application to provide details of - 
inventorship and derivation of rights. Since the '649 application was only used for 
priority purposes and was thus abandoned after 12 months, there would have been no 
need to conduct an inventorship investigation with respect to the '649 application. 

I further declare that all statements made herein of my own knowledge are true 
and that all statements made on information and belief are believed to be true, and 
further, that these statements were made with the knowledge that willful false 
statements and the like so made are punishable by fine or Imprisonment, or both, under 
Section 1001 of Title 18 of the United States Code, and that such willful false 
statements may jeopardize the validity of the application or any patent issuing thereon.
